In the annals of the American navy no 


achievement of a. single commander in a 
single ship surpasses that of David Mc- 
Dqugal in the Wyoming" at Shimonoseki 
Happening on the other side of the globe 
during our civil war this daring exploit 
passed unnoticed at the time. Ignored by 
our naval historians, it has thus far found 
no chronicler.

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 
Francis J. Wilson, one of Uriitol's 


well-knuwn characters, was fatally as- 
saulted by some person or persons yet 
unknown, jt or near the Olosson House 
stables at an early hour lust Sunday 
morniug and killed. 


Wilson was a .shoemaker by occupa- 


tion, was 57 years of age, was twice 
married and has several children. Ue 
was of a very inoffensive disposition 
mid could not be coaxed or bullied into 
u fight. 
Of late years he had been 


addicted to drinking and sometimes 
went iuto the Closson House stables 
to sleep off the effects of liquor. 


About six o'clock John Jacob Burie, 


familiarly known by his acquaintances 
as "Yawcup," the hostler, went into 
the stables. 
He said he saw Wilson 


lying in a stall almost under the trap- 
door of the hay loft. 
Wilson moaned 


and "Yawcup" thought be was drunk. 
Uo was lying face 
dowuwards and 


shivered as if cold. "Yawcup" threw 
a blanket over him. He then cleaned 
up the stable and paid no further at- 
tention to him, until John Price, a 
colored barber, c^me in. 
They went 


to Wilson, turned him on his back and 
found him dead. 


An examination disclosed the fact 


that he had been hit on the head \vith 
a blunt instrument, presumedly with a 
"black-jack." Dr. A. K. Groom, who 
made the examination, testified before 
the Coroner's jury that death was 
caused by a wound ou the skull just 
over the left frontal eminence. 
A 


piece of the skull the size of a silver 
dollars had been crushed into the brain 
to the depth of an eighth of an inch 
.Ur. Groom stated positively that the 
wounds on Wilson's head could not be 
accounted for except on the positive 
assumption of criminal violence. 


Tue last man • known to have seen 


Wilson alive is Charles Myers. Myers 
saw him in the stable yard about 11.30 
Saturday night. 
He wanted Wilson 


to go home, but Wilson refused. After 
Myers had left he saw Wilson stagger- 
ing along behind him a little way be- 
yoiid the yard. 


The theory as to the cause of the 


fatal assault that finds the most cre- 
dence is that Wilson-was mistaken for 
the hostler. 
In size and general ap-

Burie is a very saving mau, and two 
years ago was robbed of his tiunk con- 
taining $300 in gold.

has carried his money on his parson.
